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Area Pantries Need Donations 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

Despite glimmering hints of recovery in the 
economy, the need for assistance remains high this 
holiday season as area pantries struggle to meet the needs 
of local families. 

Father Gabriel Healy co-founded Damien's 
Pantry in Wareham with Father Thomas McElroy in 1991. 
According to Father Gabriel, the demands of his pantry 
have increased 35% since last year, when the pantry 
distributed 867 bundles of food to families in need. With 
climbing unemployment rates, there are more families 
seeking assistance from local food pantries like Damien's, 
leaving the small organizations overwhelmed and 
undersupplied. 

At one point, Damien's Pantry supplied food 
to anyone who showed up during pantry hours. Two 
years ago, the strain became too great and Damien's had 
to limit their distribution to residents of southeastern 
Massachusetts falling under the umbrella of United Way

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New Bedford, which includes the towns of Dartmouth, 
New Bedford, Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, Marion, all 
of Wareham, some of Buzzard's Bay, Rochester, and 
Acushnet. 

United Way helps fund Damien's Pantry, as 
does the New Bedford Hunger Commission, Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA), and private 
residents. ''People have been very generous to us," Father 
Gabriel said. 

Damien's Pantry, an outreach of Sacred Heart 
in Wareham, is set up like a store, and supplies food to 
those in need once a month during their pantry hours of 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday from 9:30 to noon. The 
work is done entirely by a staff of forty volunteers and 
one paid worker who does the food pick-up. The food 
given is enough for a family to live on for 4 or 5 days. 

Pantries like Damien's are always in need of 
assistance from the public. There are food drop-off 
stations at Stop and Shop, schools, Millicent Library in 
Fairhaven, and banks during the holiday season. For 
groups collecting a large amount of food, Damien's 
Pantry is glad to pick up. Cash donations are also needed, 
but Father Gabriel says that they need the donations 
year-round; in summer, they still have demand, but their 
assistance from private donations slows down. 

Labor is also needed for Damien's Pantry. 
Although they have volunteers and receive help from 
those completing community service, they can always use

Antique Chest Returns to Mattapoisett 
By Seth Mendell 

Recently, Historical Society President, Seth Mendell 
and his wife Alice, drove to State College, PA in a pick-up 
truck to get a large nine-drawer chest that had been made in 
Mattapoisett nearly a century ago. Beth Mills, for whom the 
chest was made, passed away a year ago and it was her wish 
that the chest he placed in the Mattapoisett museum. 

The Story Behind the Chest: 

Charles Johnson was a cabinet-maker and 
undertaker in Mattapoisett in the late 1800's and early 
1900's. These two trades often went hand-in-hand as 
many undertakers made the coffins they used in their 
business. He was married to Ellen Elizabeth Nelson and 
in 1881, they welcomed the birth of a son, Charles Jr. The 
boy followed in the footsteps of his father and studied to 
be a licensed undertaker. He also received certification as 
a manual arts teacher from Columbia University 

Charles Jr. married Louise Loughlin in 1907 and 
the two Johnson families lived together in Mattapoisett 
on South Main Street in #12, a two-story house across 
the street from Eel Pond. In the early 1800's, the ground 
floor opened to the street as it does today, and housed 
a tavern. Charles Jr. worked with his father in the 
undertaking business. In August, 1908, Louise gave birth 
to a daughter, Elizabeth (Beth). For the first eight years

of her life, Beth hved with her parents and grandparents 
in the house on Main Street. She remembers practicing 
piano in the downstairs room, which served as a common 
room for the two families. In the winters, they would sit 
around the fireplace and her grandfather, Charles Sr., 
would tell stories about his experiences as an undertaker. 
One time, the bottom fell out of the casket as it was being 
carried down the church aisle. Grandfather had a very 
thick beard and when he had it trimmed, Beth would say, 
"Grandpa got his mouth cut out." 

In 1916, her parents moved into a home of 
their own in the center of the village (possibly on either 
Mechanic or Barstow Streets). Beth's bedroom in the 
new home was sparsely furnished and her grandfather, 
Charles Johnson Sr., made her a very special large chest 
of drawers out of pine and mahogany It was beautiful 
and stood taller than she was. Beth kept the chest with 
her throughout her life. For a period of time, the chest 
resided in a mobile home as she and her first husband 
lived in Florida, dividing their time between a trailer and 
a boat. The hot and humid Florida weather destroyed the 
original finish. However, when Beth married her second 
husband Bill Mills in 1984, and settled in State College, 
PA, an Amish furniture restorer made her beloved chest 
look as good as new. 

Beth was ninety-nine when she passed away 
in 2008 and her good friends John and Caroline Belloti 
contacted the Mattapoisett Historical Society. Three years 
earlier, the Belloti' s had brought Beth to Mattapoisett 
and after talking with Curator Bette Roberts, decided the 
museum would be just the place for the chest, just around 
the corner from where it had been built nearly 100 years 
ago. 

Elizabeth (Beth) Mills' life was interesting. 
She attended Center School in Mattapoisett and after 
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graduating from high school, earned a degree in Home 
Economics at Simmons College in 1930. She interned at 
Mass. General Hospital in Boston as a hospital dietician 
and then worked in that capacity at St. Luke's Hospital in 
New Bedford. 

Beth married Edward Hines in 1936 and until 
1945, the couple lived in Mattapoisett. Ed Hines worked 
in Providence, RI, and Beth was in charge of the kitchen 
and house-keeping at Tabor Academy in Marion for nine 
years. Following WWII, she and Ed lived in Virginia, 
Maryland, Alabama and Florida. Beth worked as a 
hospital dietician wherever Ed's work took them. In 
Huntsville, AL, Beth learned to read Braille so she could 
teach the blind patients. Edward Hines died in 1982. 

Beth married for a second time two years later to 
Wilford (Bill) Mills in Palmetto, Florida. Bill was a long- 
time resident of State College, PA and they split their time 
between the two homes. In State College, Beth joined the 
University Baptist and Brethren Church where Bill was 
a member. It was through the church that Beth met the 
Belloti's, who watched over her in the final years of her 
life following the death of Bill Mills in 2002.

Van DeGiesen who recently died in Afghanistan, Old 
Hammondtown was the site of a profound and moving 
tribute to all living and deceased Veterans. 

The Florence Eastman Post 280, along with 
volunteers.

November 17, 2009

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Cushing at 7:00 pm on Tuesday, November 17, 2009 
at the Marion Town House. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant Town 
Administrator Helene Craver. 

Selectman Cushing announced at the very 
beginning of the meeting that Steve Shiraka, who worked 
in the ORR School District, has passed away and a 
moment of silence was held for him. The wake will be 
held at The Chapman Cole and Gleason Funeral Home in 
Mashpee from 4:00 to 8:00 pm on Friday and the funeral 
will be held at the same location on Saturday at noon. 

A vote was passed in which the Town shall issue 
a bond not to exceed $1,485,913 which goes towards the 
$10,400,000 current sewer project. The Town Treasurer/ 
Collector Gary Carreiro met with the Board at 7:10 pm 
and presented the document, which was signed by the 
Clerk of the Board of Selectmen, Roger Blanchette. 

Alex Kenny, from the House of Thai restaurant, 
located at 374 Front Street, in Marion, met with the Board 
at 7:25 pm to discuss the restaurant having a "bring your 
own beer" (BYOB) license, although Mr. Kenny stated it 
would be exclusive to wine. He said that the restaurant, 
which has only nine tables and seats nineteen, has a 50 
and over age crowd and he gets asked constantly by 
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customers if and when they can start having wine along 
with their meals. 

Mr. Kenny stated that he was certain the 
restaurant would have alcohol-server insurance and 
spoke of possibly one day going for a beer and wine 
serving license, but not a hard alcohol one. "I can see this 
working great for people who want to relax and have a 
glass of wine with dinner/' said Selectman Blanchette, 
who discussed his love of Thai food. 

Selectmen Blanchette and Gushing approved 
the motion to grant House of Thai a BYOB license, while 
Selectman Henry abstained from voting. 

Selectmen Blanchette and Gushing also voted 
together on appointing Johnathan Sylvia as an Alternate 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals. Selectmen Henry, who 
voted against the appointing, spoke first on the matter, 
giving his reasons for opposing Mr. Sylvia, as he looked 
for someone "who is older, has more experience and 
has been a town resident for a longer period of time.'' 
Selectman Blanchette responded by saying, "You don't 
earn your wings unless you get the opportunity to fly. His 
age shouldn't disqualify him." 

"Where exactly do you get Zoning Board of 
Appeals experience?" asked Selectman Blanchette. "There 
has to be a beginning and this is the perfect opportunity 
to get a young person involved in civic duty."

Mr. Parker shared a spreadsheet with the 
Committee detailing the standardized performances of 
ORRHS 2008/2009 year seniors, particularly, their SAT 
scores and the attended colleges of the top 10 students 
from the 2008 / 2009 year, which included Harvard and 
Georgetown. Chairman Bangs said that it was all part of 
an effort to promote the school and show the community 
how successful and competitive ORR was. 

In the ORRJHS Principars Report, Principal Kevin 
Brogioli said that the school recently benefitted from a 
program on bullying, and the students enjoyed the visit 
from the Thai teachers. The planned lockdown with the 
Mattapoisett Police Department was a success, and Ms. 
Tougias is planning a ''girls night out'' event to benefit 
Project Linus, which supplies blankets to children who are 
ill or seriously traumatized. 

Saturday school sessions began again at ORRJHS 
on November 4 for students that are falling behind for 
grade recovery. Report cards at the Junior High School 
went out on November 13. 

In the Superintendent's report. Dr. Cooper 
updated the Committee on the flu outbreak that has 
created high levels of absenteeism in the Old Rochester 
Regional Schools. Fortunately, it would seem that the 
absentee rates are starting to come down. An HlNl 
vaccination clinic is still planned for the second week 
of December, and a seasonal flu clinic occurred on 
November 18. The seasonal flu clinic was open to families 
attending school in the Tri-Town area, but not to pregnant 
women, since the clinic used a mist instead of a booster 
shot; the mist has not been approved for pregnant 
women.

"So far (the flu) has not hit faculty members as 
hard as it might/' said Dr. Cooper, who was particularly 
concerned with the resistance of first and second year 
teachers to the flu. The State Department is urging schools 
to stay open despite absentee rates since closing does 
not necessarily prevent contact between students, and 
closing the schools would upset a lot of people who rely 
on the school schedule during the day. However, if the 
absentee rate climbs to the point where school cannot be 
conducted, the school may make the decision at that point 
to close. 

According to Dr. Cooper, if anyone has fallen sick 
with flu symptoms at this point in the year, it is likely that 
they have contracted HlNl, since the seasonal flu season 
has not yet started. Chairman Bangs said that washing 
hands is essential, and hands should be scrubbed long 
enough to recite the "Happy Birthday" song. 

At this point in the meeting, there were enough 
members present to have a quorum, and the minutes of 
the October 14 meeting were approved. 

ORRHS senior Brian Heacox was present to 
accept the Superintendent's Certificate of Academic 
Excellence. This award is given to students who are at the 
top of their class academically and who are "outstanding 
citizens." Mr. Heacox certainly fit the description, as 
he is in the top 5% of the senior class, and takes classes 
that include AP Calculus and AP European History. Mr. 
Heacox is also an excellent golfer who helped lead the 
golf team into the state tournament. 

Mr. Heacox had attended Old Rochester schools 
from K-8 and took a brief detour to Bishop Stang during 
his freshman year, after which he asked to return to 
ORRHS. "The greatest advocate for our schools is 
our students," said Chairman Bangs, and Dr. Cooper 
presented Mr. Heacox with his certificate.

In the Financial Report, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio gave a grim presentation 
on the state of the district's budget after Governor 
Patrick announced cuts to ORR's transportation 
reimbursement. Dr. Cooper described the cuts, w^hich 
took aw^ay approximately $179,000 worth of funding 
to the transportation budget, a 44% cut that Dr. Cooper 
described as "draconian.'' 

Dr. Cooper wrote a letter to Governor Patrick 
expressing "deep concern" about the transportation 
cut. The ORR School Committee co-signed a letter that 
informed Governor Patrick that: "past cuts in regional 
school transportation and circuit breaker reimbursement 
have already seriously compromised the quality of our 
educational programs. Additional cuts... will seriously 
undermine our ability to provide a sound education for 
our children." The letter respectfully asked for Governor 
Patrick to reconsider his cuts that affect local aid. 

Representative William Strauss sent Chairman 
Bangs a copy of a letter that he, in addition to the 
signatures of over 60 state representatives and senators, 
signed and sent to Governor Patrick. The letter also asks 
the governor to reconsider the disproportionate cuts to 
regionalized school transportation, since it undermines 
efforts to encourage regionalization. 

Ms. Isernio said that $200,000 would be needed 
in Fiscal Year 2010 (FYIO) for circuit breakers and 
transportation. Ms. Isernio and Ms. Hamm told the 
Committee that they suggested using $94,000 from 
unencumbered ARRA recovery funds and an additional 
$75,000 from the School Choice budget. 

While the Committee was receptive to using 
ARRA funds, the use of School Choice funds was not met 
favorably. "It's not like we don't have uses for (School 
Choice funds)," Mr. Decas said.

"It's a slippery slope/' Mr. Silva agreed. "We 
need to know what we are up against. . . if we do this (use 
School Choice funds), we are making a major problem for 
next year.

Mr. Napoh began the meeting by stating that 
Marion resident Gene DiLorenzo is very ill at Brigham 
and Women's Hospital in Boston and offered his prayers 
to his family; prayers w^ere also offered for Marion 
resident David Pina, 58, who recently died.

Randall Monteiro met with the Board at 7:30 
pm in regards to land he had just purchased on 454 
Wareham Street.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Thomas Tucker 
on November 16, 2009 at 7:30 pm. Also in attendance 
were Planning Board members John Mathieu, Robert 
McNamara, and Karen Field, and Secretary Tammy 
Ferreira. 

The minutes of the October 19 meeting were approved. 

The only hearing of the evening was scheduled 
to be with Joseph Battistelli of 4 Tallman Street. Since 
Mr. Battistelli passed away suddenly last week, a 
representative from Thompson Farland Engineering, 
Marinus Vanderpol, presented the Battistelli case. 

Mr. Battistelli planned to add square footage from 
a different lot that he owned on Tallman Street to create a 
new, buildable lot for selling.

tragedies can and do happen every day/' 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation's National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), 64 percent of the passenger 
vehicle occupants killed in motor vehicle crashes in 
Massachusetts during 2008 were not wearing their seat 
belts at the time of the crash, 9 percent higher than the 
national average.

Reading: An Intellectual Vitamin 

By Sarah Elizabeth Jennings 

''Reading aloud is the single most important social 
factor in American life today/' says Jim Trelease. Do 
you believe it?

His most popular and best-selling piece of work is called 
The Read-Aloud Handbook, published in 1979 in six American 
editions as well as five international editions. He traveled 
throughout North America delivering lectures and seminars 
to promote the importance of reading aloud. Though 
Trelease is now a retired grandfather of four, teachers and 
parents all over the world look to his work as a major tool in 
working with children and literature. 

I read Trelease' s Read- Aloud Handbook and read related 
articles through his website and also in my reading theory 
class at Stonehill College. Some of the material I came across 
was astonishing and some was common sense. But I thought 
to myself, it the statistics are there, then we must share them 
with as many people as possible, and get more people to 
read aloud. It could be one of the most important things you 
do for your child or student. Here are some examples. 

Most people think that if we fix the schools, they'll fix 
the kids, but it is not just the school's job to teach the kids. 
Jim Trelease tells parents that it their job to help teach their 
kids during the 7,800 hours that are spent at home each 
year. Children are sponges. They absorb everything and 
anything they hear, read, or see, and teachers and parents 
are the biggest role models in a child's life. Research done 
by Trelease shows that the "seeds of reading and school 
success are sown in the home, long before the child ever 
arrives at school." To make this happen, Trelease suggests 
that parents take their child to the library starting at an 
early age, have books accessible all the time at home in book 
baskets, and take every opportunity to read aloud to their 
child no matter how old or young they are. 

Teachers and parents alike must realize that reading 
is an accrued skill just like riding a bicycle. Remember 
receiving a shiny new bike for your fifth birthday? At first 
you needed training wheels to guide you but as you became 
more secure and confident, the training wheels came off and 



you could ride your bike by yourself. Acquiring reading 
skills is not one easy task, but one that can be facilitated at 
an earlier age to make the development of your child or 
student run more smoothly and proficiently. 

A concept that may seem like simple common 
sense but doesn't get enough credit is that in order to get 
children to read they have to enjoy it. Humans are by 
nature, pleasure-centered so we need to take advantage of 
this concept and make reading as pleasurable to children 
as possible. The use of pictures, colors, and noise can be 
stimulating and can make the time devoted for reading 
more enjoyable so that the child will look forward to it each 
day. Children also love when their role model acts out the 
story or becomes interactive. Sometimes using different 
tones, expressions, or speeds of your voice can make all the 
difference in capturing the child's full attention. 

Most of all, it is important to allot a special time to 
reading aloud to your child or student every day. Trelease 
and other professionals claim that the students who were 
read aloud to were more likely to be motivated to continue 
reading throughout their life. There is such a rich variety 
of literature that exists - fiction, non-fiction, poetry, 
biographies, humor, fantasy, even on the back of cereal 
boxes - that there is no excuse for you and the child not to 
be reading every day. Reading is fundamental to all other 
learning, and it helps with the understanding of critical 
features of written language and the varying structures of 
different genres. 

Reading aloud should be something enjoyable that the 
child looks forward to every day. In the classroom, read 
aloud time is "family time"; in the household read aloud 
time should reinforce reading as this kind of "family time," 
a parallel that connects school and home life in a positive 
way. As an accrued skill, the more you read the better you 
get at it. The fact is that some children will learn to read 
faster than others. It is as important to teach a child how to 
read, as it is to teach them to want to read. 

If you are looking for more evidence as to how reading 
aloud and other related practices nurture lifetime readers 
in the most beneficial ways, then I highly suggest picking 
up a copy of the brilliant work. The Read-Aloud Handbook, 
by someone I highly recommend and look up to, Jim 
Trelease. One of my favorite statements that Trelease makes 
is, "reading is the ultimate weapon, destroying ignorance, 
poverty, and despair before they can destroy us. A nation 
that doesn't read much doesn't know much." 

The fact is that reading aloud to children improves 
their reading, writing, speaking, listening, and attitudes 
about reading. It is so simple yet so important. We need to 
endeavor to achieve a world in which we create lifetime 
readers not just school time readers. Keep reading to 
children. It is truly the best intellectual vitamin you can give 
them.

Armagedon

2012. Starring John Cusack and Amanda Peet. 
Directed by Roland Emmerich. Running time: 158 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

I don't think I've laughed harder at any movie 
footage this year than I did at the internet five-minute 
sneak peek at 2072, with John Cusack outracing a 
catastrophic earthquake in a limousine. Thousands of 
people die in those five minutes, but what makes it 
hilarious is the focus on the limo, ludicrously avoiding 
one damn thing after another — cascading skyscrapers, 
exploding gas trucks. Once the destruction kicks in, the 
first hour or so of 2072 is an epic comedy of retreat; our 
heroes narrowly escape the end of the world via car, 
camper, plane. The bad news is that there's another hour 
and a half to go, and in the final forty-five minutes the 
movie starts to feel very long and played-out. 

This is par for the course for director Roland 
Emmerich, who seems to have a deep fetish for the end 
times: he killed millions of us in Independence Day 
and The Day After Tomorrow. He also surrounds the 
meat of his apocalyptic sandwiches with stale bread — 
thinly written characters learning What's Important in 
Life (usually family) while journeying to the allegedly 
transcendent climax in which Humanity Prevails. 2072 
is probably Emmerich's best film, which isn't saying 
much; he's certainly gotten better at the money scenes, 
the familiar landmarks crumbling, the tsunamis and 
lava redrawing the map. It's king-hell disaster pom. But 
then Emmerich and co-writer Harald Kloser try to wrest 
meaning out of it all. 

Cusack plays the standard-issue schlub, a failed 
novelist with a limo-driver gig, two kids and an ex- wife 
(Amanda Peet) now married to a plastic surgeon (Thomas 
McCarthy, who in another corner of his life wrote and 
directed The Station Agent and The Visitor). As in Steven 
Spielberg's War of the Worlds, it seems that most of the 
planet dies so that a guy can prove to his ex- wife that 




he's a good man after all. There are other characters, like 
Woody Harrelson's cracked doomsayer, who seems to be 
visiting from a better movie, and various officials debating 
what to do about the impending global meltdown. They 
debate a lot. 

2072 is really two movies. The second movie is 
sterner in tone, full of ethical brooding about who should 
be allowed onto one of the seven big "arks" meant to 
preserve the best and brightest of humanity. In short, 
Emmerich now asks us to take seriously what we enjoyed 
about the first movie. It wasn't fun or funny after all, 
we're told (or scolded); billions of human beings are 
dead, and we have to honor them by retaining our own 
humanity, our compassion, in the face of disaster. This is a 
letdown, to say the least. Emmerich keeps building these 
nihilistic dark comedies and then letting the air out of 
them with a moralistic pinprick. 

I'm not saying the film's ultimate message 
isn't welcome. Compassion is good, and all. Death is 
bad — I'm totally with you there. I am saying that it's 
a bit hypocritical to get us jazzed with mass destruction 

— and get us into the theater with the promise of same 

— and then do an about-face and turn it into a 9/12 
lesson. Especially one so unconvincing. We've got one- 
half of a good old apocaflick here, though, rendered as 
breathtakingly as I've ever seen it done. 2072 is made for 
the big screen, so I can't in good conscience advise you 
to wait for Netflix. But when the arks start showing up 
(unless you're a fan of Stephen McHattie, wasted here as 
one of the ark captains), you can probably hit the aisle. 
You'll have seen a decent two-hour disaster-gasm, and 
you won't miss anything you haven't seen before.
